« It may be proper to remark, that.sevrral of the establishments are merely 
nominal, having néver gone into operation, and that few, if eny, of them, have, | 
as yet, occupied capital to the extent allowed by their respective charters A 
spirit of enterprize and activity, however, prevails at present, as may be infer- 
red from the number and importance of the societies incorporated the present 
year, On the whole, there appears good reason to conjecture, that New Hany 
shire will, at some future period, bold no mean rauk as a manufacturing state.”
